In  looking  at  this  token  I  an  always  reminded  of  a  13  year  old  boy 
joining  the  American  Revolution,  serving,  and  then  takenprisoner  by  the 
British,  tortured  and  for  this  he  had  a  hatred  for  the  British  the  rest 
of  his  life* 

He  became  a  very  good  lawyer  and  moved  to  Nashville.  He  married 
the  daughter  of  the  founder  of  Nashville  and  became  a  member  of  the 
group  which  drew  up  the  state  Constitution,  which  Thomas  Jefferson  said 
was  the  most  perfectly  written  one  at  that  tine.  He  was  elected  as  a 
Representative,  then,  on  to  be  a  judge  of  the  Superior  Court  of  Ten¬ 
nessee. 

In  the  War  o  f  1812  he  became  a  very  successful  and  brilliant 
military  hero  and  thi3  made  him  a  national  and  international  figure. 

He  further  distinguished  himself  in  Florida  fighting  the  Indians. 

Later,  planned  the  defence  of  New  Orleans  and  was  responsible  for 
driving  the  British  out  of  the  country.  He  became  even  more  popular 
and  was  elected  to  the  Senate  and  nominated  for  the  Presidency.  After 
a  lot  of  problems  Adams  won  over  this  young  man  but  Andrew  Jackson  won 
the  next  election.  I  believe  he  was  the  greatest  president  we  have 
ever  had.  His  beloved  wife  Rachel  died  before  he  left  for  Washington 
and  the  swearing  in. 


I  am  always  reminded  of  Andrew  Jackson  who  was  President  during 
two  terms  and  during  very  hard  times  when  the  country  was  trying  to 
recover  from  two  wars.  During  his  second  term  the  National  debt  was 
paid  off,  the  only  time  in  the  history  of  this  country.  Money  was  very 
scarce  and  so  tokens  were  made  by  private  companies  with  the  permission 
of  the  government.  Some  people  were  even  thrown  in  prison  because 
they  couldn*t  pay  their  debts.  Who  knows,  maybe  the  1837  Bank  Token 
was  engraved  for  a  guard  by  a  man  thrown  in  prison  because  he  couldn*t. 
pay  his  debts.
